charged and Commanded, That the Laws ſhould be put in due 
Execution againſt Popiſh Recuſants, and we have, and ſhall 
have it ſtill tn Our care, to ſuppꝛeſſe and pꝛevent the growth 
of Popery , and tonſe all good means that may tend thereun- 
to, and not to Countenance Papiſts, by any employment oz 
truſt, by oꝛ foꝛ Us, And whereas there are now at andneerLon- 
don, great Foꝛtes levyed, and in levying, and Moneys ratfing, 
by way of contribution, and otherwiſe, towards the charge of 
* raiſing, and maintaining an Army, oꝛ Foꝛces, under pꝛetence 
| of the Oꝛder of Dur two Houſes of Parliament, not onely with- 
out Our conſent, but contrary to Our ſeverall expꝛeſſe Commands, publiſhed by ſeverall 
Paoclamations,Letters, and otherwiſe. And the ſame Forces are actually in ſo much foz- 
wardnelle, as that there are divers Hoꝛſemen daily Exerciſed, and Trained in places about 
London, and great numbers of Foot in raiſing; and a Generall, and other pꝛintipall Officers 
Are nominated and declared, and they Have accepted, and taken upon them thoſe plates, and 
have already done ſeverall Acts of Hoſtility againſt Us, which cleerly appear to be a levying 
of War againſt Us; We haue found it neceſſary, to raiſe, and le vy Forces, foꝛ the defence ot᷑ 
| be true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, Our Perſon, the two Houles of Parliament, the Laws of the 
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And now, leſt any Popiſh Recuſants ſhould pzeſume to offer to ſerve Us herein, o2pzocure - 
- themſelves tobeliſted, as Officers, oz Souldiers, in Our Army, without Dur knowledge, 

and to the end that Our intention here:n may be cleerly known, That Whereas one pzinrt- 
pol aim of raiſing theſe Foꝛtes, is, foz the defence and maintenance of the true Pꝛoteſtant 
Religion, We may not be ſerved with Papiſts, as faſiy and ſlauderoully hath been objected 
againſt Us, Me do hereby declare Our expzeſle Will and Pleaſure to be, and We do hereby 
ſtraightly Command, That no Perſon oꝛ Perſons ſoever being Popich Netuſants, ſhall pꝛe⸗ 
ſume to come to Our Court, contrary to the Law in ſuch caſe pꝛovided, noꝛ any Popiſh 
— oz Papiſt, take any Office , oꝛ Place, oꝛ Liſt htmſelf as a Souldier in this 

te. | 
And to the end there may be as full diſcovery as can be made of ſuch as ſhall, contrary 
to this Pur Pꝛoclamation, be ſo lifted into ſuch Dur ſervice, We doſtraightly tommand and 
charge all Officers and Souldiers, who ſhall be entred oz liſted foꝛ this Our ſervice , That 
upon the firſt Muſter-day after they ſhall be ſo Liſted, they take the Dathes of Supzema- 
cy and Allegtance, both which We ſhall take care ſhall be tendered unto them accoꝛding to 
the Law, thzoughout Our Army, And ik any ſhall continue his name in thoſe Liſts, and 
et ſhall refuſe the ſaid Oathes, We ſhall not onely cachiere them, but alſo otherwile pzoceed 
Aagatnſt them, accozding to the Law, 
And as we ſhall be carefull that all Pur Officers and Souldiers ſhall be duly payed,that 
there be no occaſion oz pꝛetente of neceſſity amonglt them to burthen any of Dur Subjects, 
So we do hereby ſtraightly Charge and Command, That none of the ſaid Officers; oz 
Souldiers,p:eſume to take any thing from any of Our good Subjects without due payment 
koꝛ the ſame, noꝛ commit any unlawfull Utolence oz Outrage. And to all theſe Our Com- 
mands we expect a ſtrict Obedience of all Our Subjects whom it may concern, as they 
will anfwer the contrary at their uttermoſt periil, And e 
neceſſary ſervice, Our Subjects ſhould not in any degree ſutker oz be wꝛonged, ſo We do ex⸗ 
pect and require, That all Our Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Majoꝛs, Bayliffes, and all 
other Dur Officers and Subjects, ſhould ule their beſt endeavours as there ſhall be occafi- 
on foz the aſſiſtance and convenient ſupplies of Pur ſatd Dfficers, and DSoulviers, with ſuch 
things as ihall be neceſſary and fit fo: them, at reaſonable Bates and Patces,
